1 . (currently amended): A computer-implemented m ethod for creating a compilat on 

from a collection of content stored in a datobas edipital library havinu a library server, one ( r 
more object servers , the method comprising: 

presenting a plurality of selectable objects to a user, each obiect representing a subs :t of 
the collection of content; 

in response to selection by a user of one or more of said obj«:its, creating a custom 
content object that specifics a hierarchical compilation of the contert represented by each 
selected object; 

storing said custom content object in said one or more oblcci: servers: 
storing attribute information concerning the custom content obiect in said one or mi 
obiect servers: and 

storing information specifying the custom content obiect and the attribute informati )n in 
the library server . 

2. (original): The method of claim 1 , v/herein the collection of content comprit cs at 
least one of a book, a document, an image, a collection of musical selections, and a video. 

3. (original): The method of claim 2, wherein subsets of content comprises om of a 
chapter and a section of a text document. 
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4. (original): The method of claim 1, wherein each selectable object is associat jd 
with a cost, and further comprising the step of calculating a cost for the created compilatioi 
based upon the costs of the selected objects, 

5. (original): The method of claim 1, further comprising the steps of determinii g a 
content count for the compilation and determining a cost for the compilation based upon th ; 
content count. 

6. (original): The method of claim I, wherein the collection of content comprij 2s 
hierarchically related data. 

7. (original): The method of claim 6, wherein the collection of content compris as 
Icxl documents and the subset of content associated with each selectable objtjct comprises 2il least 
one of a chapter and a section. 

8. (original): The method of claim I , further comprisinj^ displaying to the user he 
selected objects in a predetermined order such that the user may rcairange the order of the 
selected objects as desired through a user interface. 

9. (original): The method of claim 1 , wherein the step of creating a compilatioi 
further comprises the steps of: 

defining a maximum amount of allowable content per volume of content; 
creating a plurality of volumes of ccmtent from the selected content based upon the 
defined maximum. 

10. (original): The method of claim 9, further comprising, displaying to the user he 
selected objects contained in each volume such that the user may selectably move an object from 
a first to a second of tlie volumes. 
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1 1 . (original): The melhod of claim I , ftirther coTnprisin[$ the steps of: 
receiving content input by a user, and 

creating a selectable object from tlie content. 

12. (original): The method of claim 1 , wherein the user may concurrently create a 
plurality of compilations, 

13. (ori^al): The method of claim 1, further comprising the step, after creatior of 
the compilation, of presenting the compilation to a user for modificiilion. 

14. (original): The method of claim 13, ftirther comprishig the step of creating a copy 
of the compilation, applying changes input by a user to the copy, and creating a new compi ation 
therefrom. 

15. (original): The method of claim 13, wherein the user may select an object fc : 
removal from the compilation. 

1 6. (original): The method of claim 1 , wherein the user may select to clear the 
compilation. 

17. (original): The method of claim 1, wherein the user may select to undo an 
operation aflecling the compilation, 

18. (original): The method of claim 1, further comprising the step, after creation of 
the compilation, of submitting tlic compilation to an approval process. 

19. (original): The melhod of claim 18, wherein the approval process further 
comprises one of approving the compilation for publication, rejecting the compilation, and 
receiving editorial comments as input from a second user, and providing the compilation ar d 
editorial comments to the creating user. 
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20. (original); The method of claim 1, wherein the presenting step further eomp- ises 
the step of presenting all of the content comprising the eoUection of content to the user as ; 
plurality of selectable objects, 

21 . (original); The method of claim 1, wherein the presenting step further comp ises 
the step of presenting less than all of the content comprising the collection of content to the user 
as a plurality of selectable objects. 

22. (original); The method of claim 21 further comprising the step of partitionin j the 
collection of content into a plurality of categories, and presenting all content objects bcloni ing to 
a category to a user. 

23. (original): The mctliod of claim 1, wherein the prcscjiting step fiirtlicr comp ises 
the steps of: 

receiving search criteria input by the user, 

determining which of the subsets of the collection of eontcnl satisfy the search crite la, 

and 

presenting to the user a plurality of selectable objects corresi>onding to the subsets < f 
content satisfying the search criteria. 

24. (original): The method of claim I , wherein at least one of the subsets of con ent is 
associated with one or more prerequisite subsets of content, further comprising the step, up )n 
selection by the user of a selectable object associated with the at least one subset, also inch ding 
the associated prerequisite subsets of content in the created compilation, 

25. (original): The method of claim 1, wherein a selectable object further eompi scs 
one of a container and a content entity. 
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26. (original): The method of claim 25, furtlier comprising the step of, in respor se to 
selection of the container to add to a compilation^ adding Ihc selected container and any 
containers or content entities it contains to the compilation. 

27. (original): The method of claim 1 , wherein the selectable object$ further cor iprisc 
titles of their associated subsets of content. 

28. (original): The method of claim 25, wherein containers arc at least one of a 1 ook, 
a volume, and a chapter. 

29. (original): The method of claim 25, wherein the cf)llection of content fiirthei 
comprises at least one of books, images, albums and videos. 

30. (currently amended): A computer-implemented m ethod for creating a 
compilation from a plurality of content objects stored in a data ropoi i itor v a digital library ht ving 
a library server, one or more object servers , each content object comprising a plurality of 
hierarchically related content entities, comprising the steps of; 

in response to selection of ones of the hierarchically related elements to include in i; 
hierarchical compilation, creating a custom content object that specifies a compilation frorr the 
selected content entities; 

storing said custom content object in said one or more obiecl servers; 

storing attribute information concerning the custom content object in said one or mc re 
object servers; and 

storing information speciiVing the custom content object and the attribute informati ' >n in 
the library server . 
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3 1 . (currently amended); A program storage device readiible by a machine, tang bly 
embodying a program of instructions executable by the machine to perform method steps f >r 
creating a compilation from a coUcclitm of content stored in a databis ed igital library havin ih 
library server, one or more object servers , the method comprising:

34. (original): The method of claim 31, wherein each selectable object is associi ted 
with a cost, and further comprising the step of calculating a cost for chc created compilatior 
based upon the costs of the selected objects. 
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35. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , further comprising the steps of determir mg a 
content count for the compilation and determining a cost for the conipilalion based upon th-J 
content count. 

36. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the collection of content compr scs 
hierarchically related data. 

37. (original); The method of claim 36, wherein the collection of content compr ses 
text documents and the subset of content associated with each seleclable object comprises 1 1 least 
one of a chapter and a section, 

38. (original); The method of claim 3 1 , further comprising displaying to the use • the 
selected objects in a predetermined order such that the user may rcajtangc the order of the 
selected objects as desired through a user interface. 

39. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the step of creating a compilalii n 
further comprises the steps of: 

defining a maximum amount of allowable content per volume of content; 
creating a plurality of volumes of content from the selected content based upon the 
defined maximum. 

40. (original); The method of claim 39, further comprising displaying to the use the 
selected objects contained in each volume such that the user may selectably move an objcci from 
a first to a second of the volumes. 

4 1 . (original); The method of claim 3 1 , further comprising the steps of: 
receiving content input by a user, and

46. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the user may select to clear the 
compilation. 

47. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the user may select to undo an 
operation afibcling the compilation. 

48. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , further comprising the step, after creatic n of 
the compilation, of submitting the compilation to an approval process. 

49. (original); The method of claim 48, wherein tlie approval process further 
comprises one of approving the compilation for publication, rejecting the compilation, and 
receiving editorial comments as input from a second user, and providing the compilation aj d 
editorial comments to the crearing user. 

50. (origirtal): The method of claim 31, wherein the presenting step further com »rises 
the step of presenting all of the content comprising the collection of content to the user as : 
plurality of selectable objects. 
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51 . (original): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the presimting step further com irises 
ihe slep of presenting less than all of the content comprising the collection of content to the user 
as a plurality of selectable objects. 

52. (original): The method of claim 51 further comprising the step of partitionin i the 
collection of content into a plurality of categories, and presenting all content objects belong ing to 
a category to a user. 

53. (original): The method of claim 31, wherein the presenting step further com trises 
the steps of: 

receiving search criteria input by the user, 

determining which of the subsets of the collection of content satisfy the search critc ia, 

and 

presenting to the user a plurality of selectable objects corrcsj^onding to the subsets ( f 
content satisfying the search criteria. 

54. (original): The method of claim 31, wherein at least one of the subsets of co itcnt 
is associated with one or more prerequisite subsets of content, furtht:r comprising the step, ipon 
selection by the user of a selectable object associated with the at least one subset, also inch ding 
the associated prerequisite subsets of content in the created compilarion. 

55. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein a selectable object further com^ rises 
one of a container and a content entity. 

56. (original): The method of claim 55, further comprising tlie step of, in respon ?e to 
selection of the container to add to a compilation, adding the selected container and any 
containers or content entities it contains to the compilation. 
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57. (original): The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the selectable objects further 
comprise titles of the associated subsets of content. 

58. (original); The method of claim 55, wherein containers arc at least one of a »ook, 
a volimie, and a chapter. 

59. (original); The method of claim 55, wherein the coIU^ction of content furthe 
comprises at leasjt one of books, images, albums and videos. 

60. (currently amended): A program storage device readable by a machine, lar ^bly 
embodying a program of instructions executable by the machine to perform method steps f )r 
creating a compilation from a plurality of content objects stored in a data r e po s itor v diaital ibrarv 
having a library server, ojic or more object servers, each content object comprising a plural ly of 
hierarchically related content entities, comprising the steps of: 

in response to selection of ones of the hierarchically related elements to include in t 
hierarchical compilation, creatin g a custom content object tliat specifies a compilation firon. the 
selected content entities; 

storing said custom content object in said one or more obicci servers: 
storing attribute information concerning the custom content obicct in said one or m< re 
object servers; and 

storing information specifying the custom content object and the attribute informati- m in 
the library server .

65. (original): The system of claim 61 , further comprising means for determiiiir 5 a 
content count for the compilation and means for determining a cost for the compilation bas td 
upon the content count. 

66. (original): The system of claim 61 , wherein the collection of content compri scs 

liierarchically related data, 
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67. (original); The system of claim 66, wherein the collection of content compr ses 
text documents and the subset of content associated with each sclcciable object comprises . t least 
one of a chapter and a section. 

68. (original): The system of claim 61, further comprising means for displaying to the 
user the selected objects in a predetermined order such that the user may rearrange the ordt r of 
the selected objects as desired through a user interface, 

69. (original): The ijysiem of claim 6 1 , wherein the means for creating a compil ;tion 
further comprises: 

Means for defining a maximum amount of allowable conteni per volume of content 
Means for creating a plurality of volumes of contejit from the selected content base* i upon 
the defmed maximum. 

70. (original): The system of claim 69, further comprising means tor displaying to the 
user the selected objects contained in each volume such that the user may selectably move in 
object from a first to a second of the volumes.

79. (original): The system of claim 78, wherein the approval process ftirther 
comprises means tor approving the compilation for publication, means for rejecting the 
compilation, means tor receiving editorial comments as input from :i second user, and mea:is for 
providing the compilation and editorial comments to the creating user. 

80. (original): Tlie system of claim 61 , fiirther comprising means for presenting all of 
the content comprising the collection of content to the user as a plurality of selectable obje ;ts.

compilation. 

85. (original): The system of claim 61, wherein a selectable object further composes 
one of a container and a content entity. 

86. (original): The system of claim 85, fiirther comprising means for enabling a iser 
to select a container to add to the compilation, and means for adding the selected container uid 
any containers or content entities it contains to the compilation- 

87. (original): The system of claim 61, wherein the scleciable objects further 
comprise titles of the associated subsets of content. 
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88. (original): The system of claim 85, wherein containers are at least one of a 1: ook, a 
volume, and a chapter, 

89. (original): The system of claim 85, wherein the collection of content further 
comprises at least one of books, images, albums and videc)5. 

90. (currently amended): A system for creating a compilation from a plurality o ' 
content objects stored in a data repositor y digital library havina a library server, one or mor ] 
object servers , each content object comprising a plurality of hierarchically related content 
entities^ comprising: 

means for enabling a user to select of ones of the hierarchically related elements to 
include in a compilationi^and 

means for creating a custom content object that specifies a hierarchical compilation from 
the selected content entities; 

means for storing said custom content object in said one or more object servers: 

means for storing attribute information concerning the custom content object in sai( one 
or more object servers: and 

means for storing information specifvina the custom content obicct and the attribute 
infomiation in the librai-y sei^ver . 

9) , (previously presented): The method of claim 1 , wherein the compilation of 
content is created automatically in response to the user selecting saiit one or more of said oi jects. 

92. (previously presented): The method of claim 1 , wherein the compilation of 
content is created by recording in a computer-readable structure defining the compilation, 1 >r 
each selected objccu a reference to the content entity associated with the selected object, 
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93. (previously presented): The method of claim 92, wherein the computer-read ible 
structure defining the compilation is a cuslom content outline (CCO) containing the refererces 
that correspond lo the selected objects, and wherein said references arc identiiiers of the cc itcnt 
entities associated with the selected objects, 

94. (previously presented): The program storage device of claim 3 1 , wherein th i 
compilation of content is created automatically in response to the user selecting said one oi more 
of said objects. 

95. (previously presented): The program storage device ofclaim 3 1 , wherein th- - 
compilation of content is created by recording in a computer-readable structure defining th- 
compilation, for each selected object, a reference to the content entixy associated with the 
selected object. 

96. (previously presented): The program storage device of claim 95, wherein th* 
computer-readable structure defining the compilation is a custom content outline (CCO) 
containing the references that correspond to the selected objects, and wherein said referenc are 
identifiers of the content entities associated with the selected objects, 

97. (previously presented): The system of claim 61 , whci^cin the compilation of 
content is created automatically in rcssponse to the user selecting saiil one or more of said ol >jects. 

98. (previously presented); The system of claim 61 , whei ein the compilation of 
content is created by recording in a computer-readable structure defining the compilation, f )r 
each selected object, a reference to the content entity associated witli the selected object. 
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99. (previously presented): The system of claim 98, wherein the computer-read ible 
structure defining the compilation is a custom content outline (CCC') containing the referei ces 
that correspond to the selected objects, and wherein said references arc identifiers of the ct ntent 
entities associated with the selected objects. 
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
